Claims 1-20, all the claims pre$ently pending in the application, stand rejected on prior 
art grounds. With respect to the prior art rejections, claims 1-3, 5, 7-10, 12, 14-17, and 19 stand 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as being anticipated by Yasukawa (U.S. Patent No. 6,344,888); 
claims 4, 1 1, and 18 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Yasukawa in view of Hanihara et al., hereinafter "Hanihara" (U.S. Patent No. 5,990,988): and 
claims 6, 1 3, and 20 stand rejected under 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over Yasukawa in view of 
Applicants' admitted prior art, Lu et al., hereinafter "Lu" (U.S. Patent No. 5,764,324).
